3. ( | I - LLM) Mr. Ed Braswell, Senate Armed 

Services Committee staff, called and said he was scheduling H. R. 18786 
(CIA Retirement Act, cost-of-living adjustments) for early Commix., ee 
consideration. At his request I met with him to review the bill ana 
material previously given to him. Braswell said that there would nor be 
a hearing or witnesses called on the bill. We charted out the categories 
of retirees to be affected by the bill and I will provide him with cost 
figures according to this breakdown. He also requested the per annum 
outgo in dollars from the Fund which will be furnished. He foresees no 
problems whatsoever in connection with the bill although the Chairman may 
question its retroactivity to 1 January 1967. Braswell said that the support 
for the effective date of 1 January 1967 is very strong.
